The  Western  Canadian  Protocol  for  Collaboration  in  Basic  Education  states  that  the  ministers  of  Education  in  the  four  western 
provinces  and  two  territories  agree  to  collaborate  in  basic  education  because  of  the  importance  they  place  on  four  major  goals: 

•  high  standards  of  education 

•  common  educational  goals 

•  removing  obstacles  to  the  access  of  educational  opportunities  for  students,  including  improving  the  ease  of  transfer 
from  jurisdiction  to  jurisdiction 

•  optimum  use  of  educational  resources 

The  Common  Curriculum  Framework  for  English  Language  Arts,  Kindergarten  to  Grade  12,  hereafter  called  the  F.I.A 
Curriculum  Framework,  was  developed  by  the  ministries  of  Education  in  Alberta,  British  Columbia,  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan, 
the  Northwest  Territories,  and  the  Yukon  Territory,  in  cooperation  with  teachers  and  other  educators  from  these  provinces  and 
territories.  Reaction  panels  composed  of  teachers,  administrators,  parents,  post-secondary  educators,  business  representatives, 
and  members  of  community  organizations  made  important  contributions. 

Clear  student  learning  outcomes  and  high  learning  standards  in  the  ELA  Curriculum  Framework  are  designed  to  prepare 
students  for  present  and  future  language  requirements.  Changes  in  society  and  technology  have  affected  and  will  continue  to 
affect  the  ways  in  which  students  use  language  to  think,  to  communicate,  and  to  learn.  Students  must  be  prepared  to  meet  new 
literacy  demands  in  Canada  and  the  international  community.  The  ability  to  use  language  effectively  enhances  students' 
opportunities  to  experience  personal  satisfaction  and  to  become  responsible,  contributing  citizens  and  lifelong  learners. 
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Introduction 


The  Importance  The  Nature  of  Language 

of  Language  Language  is  the  basis  of  all  communication  and  the  primary  instrument  of  thought  Composed  of  interrelated  and  rule-governed 

symbol  systems,  language  is  a  social  and  uniquely  human  means  of  exploring  and  communicating  meaning.  As  well  as  being  a 
defining  feature  of  culture,  language  is  an  unmistakable  mark  of  personal  identity,  and  is  essential  for  forming  interpersonal 
relationships,  extending  exp>erience,  reflecting  on  thought  and  action,  and  contributing  to  a  democratic  society. 

Language  Acquisition  and  Development 

1  ''>  j  _  Language  learning  is  an  active  process  that  begins  at  birth  and  continues  throughout  life.  Children  learn  language  as  they  use  it  to 

communicate  their  thoughts,  feelings,  and  experiences,  establish  relationships  with  family  members  and  friends,  and  strive  to  make 
sense  and  order  of  their  world.  They  may  come  to  school  speaking  more  than  one  language  or  learn  another  language  in  school.  It  is 
important  to  respect  and  build  upon  a  child's  first  language.  Experience  in  one  language  will  benefit  the  learning  of  other  languages. 

In  their  eariy  years,  children  develop  language  informally.  Long  before  they  understand  explicit  language  rules  and  conventions, 
children  reproduce  the  language  they  hear,  and  use  language  to  construct  and  to  convey  new  meaning  in  unique  ways.  Later, 
language  learning  occurs  in  specific  contexts  for  specific  purposes  such  as  learning  about  a  specific  subject,  participating  in  the 
community,  and  pursuing  woric  and  leisure  activities. 

Language  development  is  continuous  and  recursive  throughout  students'  lives.  Students  enhance  their  language  abilities  by  using 
what  they  know  in  new  and  more  complex  contexts  and  with  increasing  sophistication.  They  reflect  on  and  use  prior  knowledge  to 
extend  and  enhance  their  language  and  understanding.  By  learning  and  incorporating  new  language  structures  into  their  repertoire 
and  using  them  in  a  variety  of  contexts,  students  develop  language  fluency  and  proficiency.  Positive  learning  experiences  in 
language-rich  environments  enable  students  to  leave  school  with  a  desire  to  continue  to  extend  their  knowledge,  skills,  and  interests. 

Language  Learning:  A  Shared  Responsibility 

Responsibility  for  language  learning  is  shared  by  students,  parents,  teachers,  and  the  community.  Students  require  ongoing 
opp^ortunities  to  use  language  in  its  many  forms.  OppxDrtunities  to  learn  language  occur  first  at  home  and  are  extended  as  children 
move  into  the  larger  community.  Schools  provide  environments  where  students  continue  to  develop  language  knowledge,  skills,  and 
strategies  to  achieve  personal,  social,  and  academic  goals. 
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Reading  and  Writing 

Reading  and  writing  are  powerful  means  of  communicating  and  learning.  They  enable  students  to  extend  their  knowledge  and 
use  of  language,  increase  their  understanding  of  themselves  and  others,  and  experience  enjoyment  and  personal  satisfaction. 

Reading  provides  students  with  a  means  of  accessing  the  ideas,  views,  and  experiences  of  others.  By  using  effective  reading 
skills  and  strategies,  students  construct  meaning  and  develop  thoughtful  and  critical  interpretations  of  a  variety  of  texts. 
Writing  enables  students  to  explore,  shape,  and  clarify  their  thoughts,  and  to  communicate  them  to  others.  By  using  effective 
writing  strategies,  they  discover  and  refine  ideas  and  compose  and  revise  with  increasing  confidence  and  skill. 

Viewing  and  Representing 

Viewing  and  representing  are  integral  parts  of  contemporary  life.  They  allow  students  to  understand  the  ways  in  which  images 
and  language  may  be  used  to  convey  ideas,  values,  and  beliefs. 

Viewing  is  an  active  process  of  attending  to  and  comprehending  visual  media  such  as  television,  advertising  images,  films, 
diagrams,  symbols,  photographs,  videos,  drama,  drawings,  sculpture,  and  paintings.  Viewing  enables  students  to  acquire 
information  and  to  appreciate  the  ideas  and  experiences  of  others.  Many  of  the  comprehension  processes  (such  as  previewing, 
predicting,  and  making  inferences)  involved  in  reading  may  also  be  used  in  viewing. 

Representing  enables  students  to  communicate  information  and  ideas  through  a  variety  of  media,  such  as  video  presentations, 
posters,  diagrams,  charts,  symbols,  visual  art,  drama,  mime,  and  models. 

Texts 

In  today's  technological  society,  people  access  information  and  find  enjoyment  in  print  as  well  as  other  language  forms.  For 
example,  oral  communication  and  visual  media  are  becoming  increasingly  important.  Often  these  forms  are  used  in 
combination  with  one  another  and  with  print  Therefore,  texts  refer  not  only  to  print  but  also  to  oral  and  visual  forms  that  can 
be  discussed,  studied,  and  analyzed.  In  addition,  texts  are  affected  and  influenced  by  how  they  are  transmitted,  whether  by 
computer,  television,  radio,  or  book.  Students  need  knowledge,  skills,  and  strategies  in  all  six  language  arts  to  compose, 
comprehend,  and  respond  to  such  texts.  Oral  texts  include  storytelling,  dialogues,  speeches,  and  conversations.  Visual  texts 
include  pictures,  diagrams,  tableaux,  mime,  and  non-verbal  communication.  Combinations  of  oral,  print,  or  visual  texts 
include  videos,  films,  cartoons,  drama,  and  drum  dancing. 
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Language  development  is  the  responsibility  of  all  teachers.  For  example,  subject  area  teachers  teach  the  specialized  language 
and  forms  of  each  subject.  English  language  arts  teachers,  however,  have  a  special  role  because  of  their  focus  on  language,  its 
forms  and  functions.  They  help  students  develop  and  apply  strategies  for  comprehending,  composing,  and  responding  in  a 
variety  of  situations. 

Thinking  and  Learning  through  Language 

Thinking,  learning,  and  language  are  interrelated.  From  Kindergarten  to  Grade  12,  students  use  language  to  make  sense  of  and 
bring  order  to  their  world.  They  use  language  to  examine  new  experiences  and  knowledge  in  relation  to  their  prior  knowledge, 
experiences,  and  beliefs.  They  make  connections,  anticipate  possibilities,  reflect  upon  ideas,  and  determine  courses  of  action. 

Language  enables  students  to  play  an  active  role  in  various  communities  of  learners  within  and  beyond  the  classroom.  As 
students  speak,  write,  and  represent,  they  also  listen  to,  read,  and  view  the  ideas  and  experiences  of  others.  Critical  and 
creative  thinking  and  learning  through  language  occur  when  students  reflect,  speculate,  create,  analyze,  and  synthesize. 

In  addition,  language  facilitates  students'  development  of  metacognitive  awareness;  that  is,  it  enables  them  to  reflect  on  and 
control  their  own  thinking  and  learning  processes.  Language  helps  students  develop  an  awareness  of  the  skills  and  strategies 
they  need  to  complete  learning  tasks  successfully  and  to  communicate  about  themselves  as  learners. 

The  study  of  English  language  arts  enables  each  student  to  understand  and  appreciate  language,  and  to  use  it  confidently  and 
competently  in  a  variety  of  situations  for  communication,  personal  satisfaction,  and  learning.  Students  become  confident  and 
comp)etent  users  of  all  six  language  arts  through  many  opportunities  to  listen  and  speak,  read  and  write,  and  view  and  represent 
in  a  variety  of  combinations  and  relevant  contexts.  All  the  language  arts  are  interrelated  and  interdependent;  facility  in 
one  strengthens  and  supports  the  others.  In  the  learning  outcomes  of  this  ELA  Curriculum  Framework,  the  six  language  arts 
are  integrated. 

Listening  and  Speaking 

Oral  language  is  the  foundation  of  literacy.  Through  listening  and  speaking,  people  communicate  thoughts,  feelings, 
experiences,  information,  and  opinions,  and  learn  to  understand  themselves  and  others.  Oral  language  carries  a  community's 
stories,  values,  beliefs,  and  traditions. 

Listening  and  speaking  enable  students  to  explore  ideas  and  concepts  as  well  as  to  understand  and  organize  their  experiences 
and  knowledge.  They  use  oral  language  to  learn,  solve  problems,  and  reach  goals.  To  become  discerning,  lifelong  learners, 
students  at  all  grades  need  to  develop  fluency  and  confidence  in  their  oral  language  abilities.  They  benefit  from  many 
opportunities  to  listen  and  speak  both  informally  and  formally  for  a  variety  of  purposes.

Curriculum  Framework  outcomes  are  broad  statements  identifying  the  knowledge,  skills,  and  attitudes  that  students  are  expected  to  demonstrate  with 

increasing  comp^etence  and  confidence  from  Kindergarten  to  Grade  12.  The  general  outcomes  are  interrelated  and 
interdependent;  each  is  to  be  achieved  through  a  variety  of  listening,  speaking,  reading,  writing,  viewing,  and  representing 
experiences.

Each  general  learning  outcome  includes  specific  learning  outcomes  that  students  are  to  achieve  by  the  end  of  each  grade. 
Specific  outcomes  are  categorized  under  headings  within  each  of  the  five  general  outcomes.  The  specific  learning  outcomes 
state  the  knowledge,  skills,  and  attitudes  that  students  are  expected  to  demonstrate  at  the  end  of  each  grade.  They  are  relevant 
for  all  students  in  a  variety  of  learning  environments  and  are  cumulative  across  the  grades.  Students  are  expected  to 
demonstrate  the  specific  learning  outcomes  for  their  current  grade  while  building  on  and  maintaining  their  ability  to 
demonstrate  the  specific  learning  outcomes  for  previous  grades.

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General  Outcome  1  students  will  listen,  speak,  read,  write,  view,  and  represent  to  explore  thoughts,  ideas,  feelings,  and  experiences. 

Using  language  to  explore  thoughts,  feelings,  and  experiences  is  an  important  human  activity.  Exploratory  use  of  language 
enables  students  to  discover  and  understand  what  they  think,  what  they  feel,  and  who  they  are.  Describing  and  questioning 
personal  observations,  experiences,  and  feelings  extend  self-understanding  and  knowledge.  In  addition,  exploratory  use  of 
language  helps  students  establish  and  maintain  relationships.  Exploratory  language  facilitates  taking  risks,  engaging  in 
dialogue,  and  exploring  alternatives  and  jx)ssibilities.  Ultimately,  exploratory  language  leads  to  better  solutions  and  decisions 
in  the  home,  workplace,  and  community. 

Exploratory  language  provides  opportunities  for  students  to  develop  intellectually  and  socially.  Students  make  observations, 
ask  questions,  hypothesize,  make  predictions,  and  form  opinions  through  talk  and  listening  to  others.  Students  also  clarify 
their  thinking  through  writing.  When  students  see  their  ideas,  thoughts,  feelings,  and  experiences  in  writing,  they  can 
reconsider,  revise,  and  elaborate  on  them  in  thoughtful  ways.  Reading  and  viewing  enable  students  to  gather  and  verify 
information,  identify  areas  for  further  inquiry  or  research,  and  develop  support  for  opinions.  Ideas  and  their  interrelationships 
I  may  be  explored  through  representations  such  as  diagrams,  concept  webs,  charts,  and  other  visual  media. 

As  students  progress  through  the  grades,  they  develop  facility  in  using  exploratory  language  to  achieve  the  other  English 
language  arts  learning  outcomes.  For  example,  exploratory  talk  and  writing  enhance  students'  comprehension  by  accessing 
their  prior  knowledge  and  experiences  before  listening,  reading,  and  viewing,  and  subsequently  help  them  understand  and 
manage  ideas  and  information.  Students  use  exploratory  language  when  analyzing,  evaluating,  and  responding  to  texts,  and 
when  deciding  how  to  use  language  more  effectively.  They  use  conversation  to  collaborate  on  projects  and  to  develop  a 
classroom  community.

Constructing  meaning  of  oral,  print,  and  other  media  texts  is  fundamental  to  living  in  a  democracy.  In  a  technological  society, 
students  are  required  to  comprehend  and  sort  ideas  and  information  from  an  increasing  volume  and  variety  of  sources. 
Through  oral,  print,  and  other  media  texts,  students  experience  a  variety  of  situations,  f>eople,  and  cultures,  and  learn  about 
themselves.  They  respond  personally  and  critically  to  the  many  voices  of  their  own  and  other  cultures  — contemporary-  and 
traditional.  The  study  of  literature  is  a  major  component  of  the  ELA  Curriculum  Framework  and  provides  opportunities  for 
students  to  leam  to  appreciate  the  clarity  and  artistry  of  texts  as  they  respond  both  personally  and  critically. 

Students  leam  to  use  a  variety  of  strategies  and  cueing  systems  before,  during,  and  after  interacting  with  oral,  print,  and  other 
media  texts.  They  preview,  ask  questions,  and  set  purposes.  While  interacting  with  texts,  they  attend  to  the  ideas  presented, 
make  and  confirm  predictions  and  inferences,  and  monitor  their  understanding.  They  respond  by  reflecting,  analyzing, 
synthesizing,  evaluating,  and  creating. 

Students  enhance  their  comprehension  of  and  response  to  texts  through  learning  experiences  in  all  the  general  outcomes. 
Exploratory  language  strengthens  students'  understanding  and  appreciation  of  texts.  Through  their  exp>eriences  with  a  variety 
of  texts,  students  leam  w^ays  of  organizing  and  formatting  their  own  work.  They  also  develop  strategies  for  managing  and 
processing  information.  By  experiencing  a  variety  of  texts,  students  leam  to  appreciate  the  clarity  and  artistry  of  language.

Managing  ideas  and  information  is  important  in  the  home,  workplace,  and  community  to  fulfill  responsibilities  and  achieve 
personal  growth  and  satisfaction.  Students  need  to  know  how  to  use  tools,  skills,  and  strategies  effectively  to  manage  the 
volume  of  information  available. 

Through  the  inquiry  or  research  process,  students  satisfy  their  natural  curiosity  and  develop  skills  and  strategies  for  lifelong 
learning.  Students  learn  to  activate  prior  knowledge,  ask  questions,  define  directions  for  inquiry,  and  gather  and  evaluate 
information  for  specific  purposes.  They  also  learn  to  manage  time,  meet  deadlines,  explore  personal  questions,  and  discover 
additional  areas  for  investigation. 

Students  enhance  their  ability  to  manage  ideas  and  information  by  encouraging,  supporting,  and  working  with  others.  They 
use  exploratory  language  to  focus  their  inquiry  or  research  and  to  determine  the  kinds  and  amounts  of  information  needed  to 
accomplish  their  purposes,  both  artistic  and  functional.  Students  learn  to  interpret  and  analyze  texts,  considering  factors  such 
as  author,  purf)ose,  audience,  and  source.  Students  communicate  ideas  and  information  more  effectively  when  they  select 
forms  and  conventions  appropriate  to  specific  purposes,  content,  and  audiences.

Introduction  This  section  of  the  ELA  Curriculum  Framework  identifies  two  variations  for  each  of  the  specific  outcomes  for  Grades  11  and  12. 

One  variation  emphasizes  ways  in  which  language  is  used  for  getting  thmgs  done  in  day-to-day  living.  For  example,  it  emphasizes 
clear,  concise  communication,  collaboration  with  others,  presentation  skills,  reading  of  documents  and  non-fiction,  research, 
information  management,  and  use  of  technology.  The  other  variation  emphasizes  ways  in  which  language  is  used  for 
understanding,  analyzing,  and  responding  to  literature,  creating  in  a  variety  of  literary  forms,  self-expression,  and  personal 
satisfaction.  Together,  the  specific  outcomes  and  their  two  variations  suggest  a  range  of  rich  and  varied  learning  outcomes  that 
enable  students  to  build  on  their  interests  and  to  strengthen  and  extend  their  language  knowledge,  skills,  and  strategies. 
Jurisdictions  may  combine  the  sp>ecific  outcomes  and  their  variations  into  Ejiglish  language  arts  courses  or  programs  that  permit 
students  to  fulfill  personal  interests  and  to  achieve  goals  related  to  employment,  citizenship,  and  lifelong  learning.  Sometimes 
students  may  pursue  the  language  arts  from  an  aesthetic  stance  or  persp>ective.  For  example,  they  may  focus  on  their  own  and 
others'  artistic  or  creative  expression:  reading  and  writing  prose,  plays,  and  poetry;  viewing  and  making  videos;  and  performing 
and  presenting  literary  works.  At  other  times,  they  may  study  the  language  arts  from  a  more  pragmatic  stance  or  perspective.  For 
example,  they  may  focus  on  the  use  of  language  in  conducting  a  variety  of  daily  transactions;  writing  reports,  documents,  and 
articles;  reading,  hearing,  and  viewing  a  wide  range  of  texts  designed  for  pragmatic  purposes;  and  preparing  multimedia 
presentations.
